Forty Mills, and have many Engliſh-workmen , well «killed , for

That upon the Face of the very Bill it ſelf, it appears to be an abſolute 
MOyey: contrived by ſome perſons for private intereſts againſt the 


publick good 3; and although it was uſhered into the houſe under the 


Tame of an AQ for the Encouraging and better Eſtabliſhing of White,Wri- 


ting and printing Paper 3 It tends to the diſcouragement and rooting out 
ofthat ManufaQture, the making whereof hath been regularly eſtabliſhed, 
and many years uſed in this Kingdom. | 


| That the deſign of the New Company is to ingrofs all the materials 
for making of white Writing and printing paper, and when made by 
them to raiſe it to their own prizes, becauſe the antient Paper-Makers (in 
caſe the ſaid Bill ſhould paſs) cannot afford to give ſo 'much for materials 
as the New Company, they being left at large as to the prizes of Paper, 
and the antient Paper 5 Fan limited to four ſhillings per Rheam ; ſo 
that the New Company will have the benefit of the riſe of the Market 
to themſelves : and herein, the antient Paper-makers humbly conceive; 
they have been miſunderſtood, ſome apprehending that they were con- 
tent tobe ſo limited; which they never intended 3 for many years paſt 
(when white rags were at half the price as now) they have made white 
writing and printing Paper of the value of (ix, eight, and ten ſhillings 
per Rheam, and to confine them now to Four ſhillings per Rheam; 
would be in cffe@ to hinder their making any at all. 
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
